In the Senate on the 2d, after some minor 
routine business, the Northern Pacific Land 
Forfeiture bill was taken up, but was in- 
formally 4aid aside to aliow Mr. Brown to 
make a speech on the Bankruptcy Dill.

In theSenate on the 3d several presidential 
messages vetoing private pension bills were 
laid before the Senate. A petition from 
Gloucester, Mass., urging retaliation on 
Canada was presented and referred after 
some debate. The Northern Pacific For- 
feiture bill was postponed, and the 
Chinese Indemnity bill was taken up. 
After some argument this measure was laid 
aside and the bill taxing railroad land grants 
was taken up and after considerable debate 
was passed. To avoid delay the House billon 
same subject was called up, and the Senate 
bill. made an amendment to it. Then a con- 
ference committee was appointed. This 
avoids sending the Senate bill to the House 
as an original proposition. Aconference re- 

ort on the Post-office bill was received and 
aid over. The Chinese Indemuity bill was 
again called up and debated during the re- 
mainder of the session......In the House, 
after some froutine matter and re- 
ports had been disposed of, consideration of 
the Oleomurgarine bill was resumed, Mr. 
Hatch taking the floor. After the adoption 
of some amendments and rejectionof others 
the bill passed, fixing the tax at five cents a 
pound. 

In the senate on the 4th the Chinese In- 
demnity bill was taken up,put was laid aside 
to allow the Diplomatic and Consular 
bill to be discussed. At two o’clock 
this matter went overand the Indemnity 
bill again came up, and, aiter debate, 
passed. Then the Consular and Dipio- 
inatic bill was taken up and discussed until 
adjournment..... In the House a communi- 
caiion from the Secretary of War recom- 
mending the expenditure of $50,000 on 
big guns was laid before the House. The 
civil-service committee report recom- 
mending the dismissal of Assistant Door- 
keeper Wade was debated, resuiting in the 
adoption of a resolution condemning his 
conduct, but not dismissinghim. The Legis- 
lative, Executive and Judicial Appropriation 
bill was taken up and debated the remainder 
of the day’s sess10n. 


In the Senate on the 5th a resolution was 
adopted, after some debate, calling on the 
Secretary of the Interior for information as 
to the authority for the issuance of 
the. recent order of the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office suspending 
the receipt of applications for public 
lands under thet pre-emption, timber-cul- 
ture and desert-land acts. The Oleomar- 
garine bill was received from the House and 
was laid uponthetable. After the passage 
of 220 private bills the Senate adjourned..., 
In the House the Senate bill for 
the erection of a public bulld- 
ing at Zanesville,O.,and was passed, the ap- 
prupriation being reduced to $10,000; also, 
Senate bill appropriating $100,000 for a public 
building at Sioux City, Ila. The House then 
considered the Pacific Railroad Extension 
bill, but without reaching a vote the House 
adjourned. 


IN the Senate on the 7th, after considerable 
debate, the Oleomargarine bill :.was referred 
tothe agricultural committee.

The killing of 
Wise was as cruel and heartless a murder 
as has ever stained the criminal records of 
Mississippi.

A CHICAGO HOLOCAUST, 


Eight Persons Burned or Smothered to 
Death ina Chicago Tenement-House Fire 
—Strong Suspicions of Incendiarism—The 
Victims. } : 

CuicaGo, June 17th —On one of the 
marble slabs at the morgue this morning 
were the charred remains of two whole 
families, save one husband who was out 
of the city, and child too young to know 
the perils it had narrowly escaped. The 





father of another family was also among | 


the dead. In all eight persons were 
roasted or smothered in their beds. They 
were the victims of a fire that broke out 
at 731 and 733 South Canal Street early 
this morning. 

At four o’clock this morning flames 
were discovered bursting upward from 
the cellar of a frame building at 733 Canal 
street. The watchman in a brewerv first 
saw the blaze. He ranto the house to 
arouse the occupants and turn in an 
alarm. Meanwhile the flames shot up 
through the ground floor with the rapid- 
ity of lightning. In a minute more the 
next floor was ablaze, and a little later 
the wooden walls of the basement gave 
way andthe fire was communicated to 
the house at 731, which was soon en- 
veloped, 

Both houses were filled with stifling 
smoke and beyond help from the fire 
department before any of the inmates 
were aroused, 

John Raliegh jr., and the family living 
on the lower floor of 133, were first to 
awaken. Hastily grasping such few gar- 
ments as th. y could find in the strifling 
smoke, Mr. and Mrs. Raleigh threw open 
the front windows and escaped, but not 
without a terrible scorching. Mrs. 
Ralegh’s night dress caught fire, but she 
extinguished the blaze, and joined her 
husband in her effort to save the lives of 
their children. This they [succeeded in 


doing. 
The second floor of the building was 
occupied by Michael Murphy = and 


family, and Mrs. Mary Durkin and family 
Mrs. Durkin’s husband, who is employed 
in the Joliet Steel Works, was absent. 

The upper floor of 731 was occupied by 
Wm. Hahn, Jr., and his family. His 
father, an aged man, lived with them. 
The Hahns all escaped except the old 
min, who was last seen at an upper win- 
dow appealing for help, but it was too 
late, and he perished. 

On the lower floor lived John McGuire, 
a grocer, and family. They all escaped. 

It is alleged that the fire was the work 
of an incendiary.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Probably Mr. 

James H. Marr, the chief clerk of First 

Assistant Postmaster-General Stevenson, 

has been longer engaged than any other 

livingemploye in the department service 
of the Government. 
years of age, and entered the service in 

1831, under the famous William T. Barry, 

of Kentucky, President Jackson’s first 

Postmaster-General. In that year Mr. 

Marr came to Washington trom Mary- 

land, his native State, and accepted an 

humble clerkship in the department. 

He has, meantime, been repeatedly pro- 

moted, and has for years past held, as 

now, the position of chief clerk for the 

First Assistant Postmaster-General. 

On the first instant his oflice was the 
scene of numerous hearty congratula- 
tions on the arrival of the fifty-fifth anni- 
versary of his entrance upon tke duties 
of his first clerical position in the de- 
partment. Postmaster-General Vilas, 
First Assistant General Stevenson and 
their subordinates gave the venerable 
man hearty handshakes, and warm verbal 
expressions of esteem. The old man is 
justly proud of the faithful record he has 
made running through more than half a 
century. He has served, in that period, 
under twenty-seven Postmasters-General, 
and eleven Presidential administrations, 
the beginning of his official career ante- 
dating by six years, the birth of the 
present President of the United States.

Efforts in Progress to Set Aside a Right- 
eous Verdict~Counsel for Preller’s Mur- 
derer Intent on Defeating, if Possible, 
the Due Administration of Justice—The 
Usual Thing, However. - ) 

St. Louis, June 8.—Messrs. Martin 
and Fauntleroy are busily engaged draw- 
tng up their motion for a new trial in the 
Maxwell case. Under the law they have 
four days in which to file the motion and as 
the verdict was not rendered ‘fn the case 
until Saturday, and Sunday is not recog- 
nized legally as a day, this will give them 
until Thursday. Asso many exceptions 
to the rulings of the court have been 
saved by the defense, it will require at 
‘least two or three days to get the motion 
ready, so that it will not be filed until 
Wednesday or ° Thursday. Among 
the leading. points of the motiom 
will be the McCullough busi, 
ness. The defense will claim that the 
methods pursued by the State in that 
matter were contrary to public policy, 
and therefore the testimony was inad- 
missable, as to countenance it would be 
to encourage crime and destroy the whole 
court fabric. Another point is that many 
of the names on the jury list furnished 
the defense were incorrect. They will 
also claim that the circuit attorney de- 
prived them.of a fair and impartial trial, 
and that he publicly stated that he would 
render them no assistance in protecting 
the interests of the defendant, and veri- 
fied his words by his actions. Further- 
more the defense will allege that 
Judge Van-Wagoner made a number of 
radical errors in his instructions on 
points already adjudicated by the Su- 
preme Court. Among the points the de- 
fense rely very strongly on for a reversal 
is Judge Van Wagoner’s refusal to allow 
them to examine the jurors as to whether 
they had formed or expressed any opinion 
as to any particular fact material to the 
issue. He permitted them to ask the 
jurors if they had formed or expressed 
any opinion as to the case itself, but 
would not let them ask if they had formed 
any opinion as to the material facts of the 
case, when the same section which gives 
the right to examine jurors on the issue 
itself also gives the right to examine 
them as to the material facts of the issue. 
It is section 1897 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1879 and says: 

‘It shall be good cause of challenge to 
a juror that he has found or delivered an 
opinion. on the issue, or any material fact 
to be tried.”’ 

Another point will be the action of 
Judge Van Wagoner in excluding people 
from the court-room while the jury was 
being selected, section 1036 of the Re- 
vised Statutes providing that ‘‘the sitting 
of every court shall be public, and every 
person may freely attend the same.”’ 

Another point they rely on is the ad- 
mission of the result.ofthe examination 
of Preller’s body after it had been ex- 
humed, when no notification was given the 
defense of the action the State intend- 
ed taking in the matter. This, the de- 
fense claim, was clearly illegal, being 
similar to ex-parte depositions. 

Mr. Fauntleroy, speakitfg of the matter 
to-day, says: ‘I have not the slightest 
doubt about obtaining a reversal anda 
new trial. We have a great many more 
points than I deem necessary, and I 
will reserve some of them for some other 
trial. We will have to cut out some of 
them, because it would take too long to 
write them all up.’’ 

The circuit attorney’s office claim that 
there is no chance for a new trial, and 
profess to be but little bothered on that 
score. Mr. Bishop says that if, a new 
trial is granted the case ought toe nolle 
prosequied, as it would be useless to at- 
tempt to convict any one of murder here 
if this trial is set aside on some slight 
technicality. . : 

Judge Van Wagoner says he never tog 
so much pains in the trial of a case, and 
gave the defense all the sway possible. 
He feels confident that, there has been no 
error committed on which a new trial can 
be secured. If anew trial is secured it 
will be next to impossible..to secure a 
jury as everybody now has made up his 
mind one way or the other on the case.

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The Crop Report, 


Seay men in the 








The condition, acreage, etc., of the 
present crop is furnished by the Agri- 
cultural Department at Washington, irom 
its report just out, as follows: 

The Department of Agriculture makes 
the area of spring wheat nearly the same 
as last year, of about twelve millions of 
acres. There is an increase of one-sixth 
of last year’s breadth in Dakota,a de- 
crease in Nebraska and a small reduction 
in Minnasota and Wisconsin. The minor 
spring wheat districts which show a 
small advance of extension of area, is 
due mainly to settlement and the neces- 
sity of ready money four improvements, 
and somewhat to last year’s unsatisfac- 
tory flax product. In southern Dakota 
the effect of the low prices of wheat has 
been counteracted by the superior rate 
of yield of recent years. The condition of 
spring wheat averages 98} against 97 in 
June of last year; Wisconsin 97, Minne- 
sota 99, Iowa 100, Nebraska 97, Dakota 
99, Washington 100. Winter wheat is 
not quite so promising as on the first of 
May. A slight decline in the condition 
is reported in the West, and tie low 
eondition of the Southern crop is still 
more reduced, yet the average is only re- 
duced two points, from 94.9 to 92.7; it is 
stillfrom average to highinthe great 
wheat producing States. 

In New york it is not as promising as 
in years of strong root growth. It is very 
promising in Marvianl and Virginia, exe 
cept in wet land. In the South it has 
been affected with rust, sbriveling the 

rain harvested there. There has been 
injury from drought; in Texas, rains and 
floods ; in Ohio, hail storms; in Missouri 
the prospect is good fora small fraction 
above 12 bushels per acre. 

Rice has also declined from a general 
average of 95.7 to 94.4 during the last 
month. The barley acreage has been in- 
creased three per cent. and the condition 
averages with last year in June, 89. The 
large average of rates in 188) has not 
been extensively increased. It has been 
slightly reduced in Kentucky and in 
Ohio, where the area was abnorma! last 
year,the increase will approach halfa 
million acres. The condition averages 
nearly 96, against 94 in 1885 and 98 in 
1884. Itis highest east of the Allegha- 
nies and a little below the full condition 
in the South and West. 

The tendency to increase in area of 
cotton has been checked in the Eastern 
States of the cotton belt. The returns 
show a slight reduction in South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Alabama. The more 
western States in which settlement and 
farm extensions have been active.exhibit 
some increase,mainly in Texas. The net 
increase is about 250,000 acres, an ad- 
vance of three-eighth per cent. The re- 
cord stands: 

Virginia, 99; North Carolina, 100;South 
Carolina, 99: Georgia, 98; Florida, 100; 
Alabama, 99; Mississippi, 102; Louisiana, 
102; Texas 107; Arkansas, 102; Tennessee, 
101. 

The condition of the crop is lower than 
in 1885, averaging 88.7 against 93 of last 
year. It is lowerin seven States and 
higher in North Carolina, Florida, Texas, 
and Tennessee. The State averages are 
—Virginia, 85; North Carolina, 97; South 
Carolina, 83; Georgia, 82; Florida, 97; 
Alabama, 87; Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 
85, Texas, 9; Arkansas, 83; Tennessee, 


99. 

The heavy rains have caused damage 
in Georgia, and the drought was threat 
ening. in Texas, but has been broken 
since by refreshening rains. The stand | 
has been irregular, but has been practi- 


cally remedied by replanting. ’

ROWING AT OXFORD. 





The Training Required to Meet Its 
Ancient Rival, Cambridge, 





Great interest is penerally shown 
throughout the country in the month 
of March in the preparations that are 
made at our two chief English univer- 
sities for thg annual boatrace; but few 
of those. that read the newspaper 
accounts of the daily practice of the 
crews know how much energy and 
time have been devoted by their indi- 
vidual members to acquiring the skill 
which: will qualify them for a seat in the 
‘“varsity eight... Hence we propose 
here to, give a short account of rowing 
at Oxford, and the different college 
races that a man has almost invariably 
taken part in before he is even tried for 
“the ‘varsity.”’ 

The academical year commences with 
the October term, and it is in that term 
that the majority of the freshmen come 
into residence; accordingly, this is the 
time chosen by the captains of the vari- 
ous college boat-clubs for testing the 
rowing capabilities of the freshmen of 
their eoliege, aud ‘‘coaching™’ all those 
who wish'to’go in for boating. Every 
afeernoon during the greater part of 
this term, the captain and other mem- 
bers of the college eight may be seen 
standing up in the stern of ‘‘tub-pair’’ 
or four, instructing and exhorting their 
crews, as they paddle swiftly down to 
Ifley lock,.or toil up again against the 
swolleg stream. Towards the end of 
the term, the men who’ haye been 
coached in this-way are formed into 
regular crews; and after one or two 
weeks’ practice together, these crews 
row against éach other in ‘‘tub-fours”’ 
for the Silver Challenge Oars, or some 
— given by the college boat-club. 

assing over to the next, that is the 
Lent term, we come to the first eight- 
oared college races, which at Oxford 
are better known as the Torpids. In 
these races, the colleges compete 
against one another for the honor of 
first place or ‘‘Head of the river.’’ No 
man who has rowed in his college 
“eight” in the previous year is eligible 
to row in his Torpid; the majority of 
the crew‘consist of men who have re- 
ceived coaching in the October term, 
and have taken part in the four-oared 
races described above. 

The first week or two of this term 
is occupied by the captaim in selecting 


and arranging bis crew; when that is. 


made up, regular practice is the order 
of the day, for the most part on the 
stretch of water between Oxford and 
Ifley, but_occasionally varried by a 
“long course’’ to Abingdon, a distance 
of seven miles. Coaching is done by 
members of the “eight,’’ who run 
with the boat along the towpath, 
shouting at the top of their voices to 
the different members of the crew, 
and sometimes,.when the floods are 
out and the towpath is covered, splash- 
ing through ‘water nearly up to their 
knees. Practice of this kind is con- 
tinued daily, no matter what the 
weather is, until the races take place, 
which is usually about the middle of 
the term. Each college is represented 
by one boat, and in some cases by two 
boats, so that-there are generally from 
twenty to twenty five boats entered, 
and these aré divided into two divis- 
jons. The races occupy six days, each 
division rowing once each day, the sec- 
ond division always commencing. The 
boats are placed one behind the other 
in the order. in-which they left off the 
year before, with a clear space of 
about two boat-lengt&s between each. 
The object aimed at by each boat is to 
overtake the boat in front and bymp 
it. If successful in doing this, these 
two boats at once draw out of the way, 
and leave room for those: following to 
pass; and on the next day they change 
places. The, head boat of the second 
division is called the ‘‘Sandwich”’ 
boat, and rows again the same after- 
noon at the bottom of the first divis- 
ion, in this way forming a link by 
which a boat may pass from one divis- 
ion to the other. ; 

Having paddled down to their re- 
spective positions, the boats are turned 
and preparations are made for the race. 
A line attached to the bank is held by 
the cockswaih, and this, with the assist- 
ance of a waterman with a long pole, 
helps to keep the boat in position and 

revents it»drifting out of its place. 
eanwhile the first signal-gun has 
been fired, and the crews ave divesting 
themselves of_ jackets and mufflers. 
Soon the .second gun is heard, and 
there is now-one minute before the sig- 
nal to start is given. What an anxious 
minute that is, so much depends upon 
getting off well, especially with a crew 
in which many.of the men are rowing 
in one of these bumping races for the 
first time. A bad start causes flurry 
and unsteadiness in the boat, and then 
there is sometimes a risk of being 
bumped before the men settle down to- 
ether to a long and even stroke.

| Of the bumps take place below; though 


here, too, some times, a most exciting 
race is witnessed, when some boat, 
almost overlapped by its rival, is seen 
struggling to reach the winning post 
without being bumped. Nor is this 
bumping so easy as it might at first 
seem; but a good deal of skill is 
required on the part of the cock- 
swain to effect it. In the first 
place, there is always the danger 
of making the shot too soon, in which 
case the boat, missing the stern of the 
one in front, shoots half-way across 
the river, and thereby loses a great deal 
of ground. Again, when one boat is 
overlapping another, the cockswain of 
the tirst, by pulling his rudder towards 
the bow of his rival, can cause shch & 
wave of waterto washagainst the latter 
as to ward off for a time the actual 
bump; then, by a juditious spurt oft 
the part of his “‘stroke,’’ when the fud- 
der is again straightened, he may be 
enabled to draw away and steer his 
boat in safety past the winning-post. 

These races conclude the rowing for 
this term, though sometimes the last 
few days are spent in coaching the best 
men from the Torpid on ‘‘sliding seats,”’ 
by way of preparation for the next 
term’s practice for the ‘‘eight.”’ 

We now come to the summer or May 
term, the pleasantest term of all as far 
as boating isconcerned. The most im- 

ortant races during this term are those. 
in which the college eights compete: 
They are carried ott in éxactly the 
same manner as the Torpids described 
above, the only difterence being in the 
kind of boat used. The Torpids row 
in what are called clinker-built or 
boats, which have a small keel and of 
which the seats are fixed; whereas the 
‘‘eights’’ are rowed in smooth, keelless 
boats—the bottom somewhat resems 
bling that of a small canoe—and fitted 
with sliding seats, by which the stroke 
can be lengthened and more use made 
of the legs. The extremities of the boat 
are covered with canvas, to prevent 
the water washing inover theside. The 
crew of a college eight is composed of 
the best men the college can muster, 
all of course being members of the col- 
lege. 

The races, as we mentioned before 
are arranged in the same way as those 
in which the Torpids compete, though 
perhaps more interest is shown in the 
eights; and as they come off at a 
pleasanter time of the year, and are 
undoubtedly one of the sights of the 
university. the spectators include many 
more strangers. The ‘varsity ‘‘sculls”’ 
and the ‘varsity ‘‘pairs’’—the former 
open to any member, and the latter to 
any two members of the ‘varsity boat- 
club—conclude the rowing at Oxford 
for this term; though it should here be 
mentioned that two or three of the 
boats that have shown themselves 
above the average in the eight-oared 
races, often keepin practice for Henley 
regatta, which takes place soon after 
the close of this term. 

We have now given a brief descrip- 
tion of a year’s college rowing at Ox- 
ford, that is, rowing in which a college 
competes with members of its own or 
other colleges. Starting again with 
the October term, we propose sayi 
something about rowing for the ’var- 
sity, the chief event in which is the 
annual race with Cambridge. 
is, however, one college race not yet 
mentioned, which takes place in the 


ig- 
4 


October term—namely, the ‘varsity 
‘“‘Fours,’’ open to all the ,colleges. 
For this event there are not gen- 


erally more than from six to eight 
boats entered, as considerably more 
skill and watermanship are _ re- 
quired than for the college eight. The 
boats used, though of much the same 
construction as the latter, are of course 
smaller, and therefore more difficult to 
sit; moreover, they do not carry & 
cockswain, the steering being done by 
one of the crew with his feet, by means 
of wires connecting the rudder with a 
lever attached to his stretcher, so that, 
by moving this lever with his foot to 
one side or the other, a corresponding 
motion is given to the rudder. This 
race takes place in the first half of the 
term, and immediately afterwards the 
work of selecting a crew for the inter- 
university boat-race is commenced. 

By the middle of the term the crew 
is generally settled upon, and on Ash 
Wednesday they go into strict train- 
ing. The old theories of training on 
raw meat, etc., have quite died out; a 
plentiful supply of plain, well-cooked 
food is allowed, but only a very mod- 
erate amount of liquor, and smoking 
must be entirely knocked off. For 
breakfast and dinner the crew meet 
together in each other’s rooms, each 
man entertaining the rest for one da 
in turn while they are still at Oxford. 
Lunch is only a light meal. The row- 
ing is almost entirely done during the 
afternoon. Ten days or a fortnight 
before the time fixed for the race, the 
crew go up to Putney to complete their 
practice on the tidal water and the 
course over which the race is to be 
rowed. Their doings here and the 
race itself need no description in this 

aper. Their daily practice on the 

ondon water, the time they occupy in 
rowing over the course, even their 
very movements are watched and re- 
corded by the daily press. Suffice it 
to say that this notoriety is not at all 
desired by the members of the crews, 
and that, owing to the inconvenience 
and obstruction it sometimes causes to 
their practice, the proposal to hold the 
race on other and quieter waters has 
been more than once discussed.— 
Chambers’ Journal.

RAISING DUCKS. 


An Occupation Which Can Easily Be Made 
Remunerative. 


Ducks are very hardy when young, 
and grow faster than any other class 
of young stock. They require but 
very little brooding, and if fed all they 
will eat, with plenty of drinking wa- 
ter. they can be made to attain the 
weight of five pounds in ten weeks

from the time they are hatched. They |. 


require mixed food, which should con- 
sist of meat scraps, mashed potatoes 
or tarnips, and sealded bran, meal and 
middlings. They come into market 
after.the prices for early chicks begin 
to decline, thus extendmg the season 
for securing the highest prices. It is 
best to hatch chicks early and then 
follow with young ducks. 


The favorite breeds are the Pekin, 


Aylesbury and Rouen. The first are 
easily kept in confinement, and require 
no ponds of water. The adults should 
have a large trough of fresh water, 
but ducklings should not get their 
bodies wet from the time they are 
hatched till they are marketed, al- 
though until recently it was supposed 
that a pond of water was necessary. 
The Pekins lay when five or six 
months old, and the favorite month for 
jaying all the breeds is Feoruary. 
Plenty of nests should be provided, as 
ducks usually lay very early in the 
morning. In feeding, the cheapest mode 
is to give them plenty of bulky food. 
A lot of clover hay, chopped fine, 
scalded and: mixed with mashed tur- 
nips, and thickened with bran and 
ground oats, makes a delicious meal 
for them; but they should have meat 
once a day. Duck e command at 
the present time double the price of 
those from hens, and as they will lay 
as many as one hundred and forty a 
ear, they are capable of yielding a 
fair profit for all that may be invested 
in them. The feathers are also salable, 
and usually pay for the labor of killing 
and picking them for market. The best 
crosses are the Pekins and Aylesburys. 
The Muscovy drake and Rouen duck 
produce a large and elegant carcass for 
market, but the produce is sterile, and 
a second cross can not be made from it. 


When roaming at large, a pond and_
